I have a mystery concerning a problem with my transmitter which appears to 
have gone away all by itself. Now we all know this is not magic, there has to 
be an explanation. Right? Here is how it went. 

While attempting to set the final amp drive for the 10 meter band, the power 


supply went into the overcurrent mode and turned off. This happens with an 
antenna connected or when connected to a dummy load. I thought the problem 
might be in the 10 meter circuit within the low pass filter module. I removed 
the module but could not find anything wrong when using only an ohmmeter to 
troubleshoot. By the way, this happened for only the 10 meter band. I did 
not have any problem with the other bands. When I replaced the 

module the transmitter could once again be tuned to full power (100 watts) on 
10 meters. 

Yes I know this is not a qrp problem but since this appears to be the best 
place to get a real technical answer I thought I would try here first . My 
question is this-- if there was a open circuit/bad connection at the modules 
input or output connector would it be possible that the final amp circuit 
would draw enough current to go in an over current condition? Does anybody 
have an explanation or must I call in Merlin.

Charge it in a WELL VENTILATED AREA. 
Charging releases hydrogen gas which is EXPLOSIVE 
Quick charging releases not only hydrogen gas in 
large quantities but it also releases moderate amounts 
of sulfuric acid vapor which is corrosive and toxic. 


Place the battery in a non-metal container. Don't place 
it directly on the floor. Go to your favorite marine 
shop and buy a battery container.

They are MUCH safer than liquid electrolyte batteries

All - We are lucky to have an understanding sponsor of QRP-L, K5FO, who is 
more interested in getting QRP information disseminated than in insuring 
everybody follows the correct protocol. The recent discussion on quoting 
entire messages in a reply has prompted me to make some other suggestions 
on how to make QRP-L messages more useful. By the way, I agree with the 
minimalists when it comes to quoting; just quote enough so that your reply 
makes sense, paraphrasing is often as good or better than a quote, although 
be sure your paraphrase accurately reflects the original author's intent. 


The following are guidelines I try to follow. I think they help the reader 
get the most out of a post and to help me to put the most into my posts. I 
offer them for others to use; 


1. Make your subject line as specific as you can. This saves the reader 
from reading posts he has no interest in, and can, on the other hand, 


attract the attention of some who otherwise may not have read it. 


Example; we often see subject lines of the form; Argonaut 


Now this conveys a bit of information, but the content of the message is 
far from obvious. The following subject lines convey much more information, 
and only take up a few more words; 


Argonaut 505 For Sale 

Manual for Argonaut 509 Wanted 
Filter for Argonaut 509 Wanted 
Filter Mod for Argoanut 509 
Argonaut 515 Wanted 

Argonaut II Review 


2. In keeping with 1. above, clearly state in the subject line whether or 
not your post is asking a question or requesting information. We often see 
posts with subject lines like; Loops, alternate suggestions; 


Do Loops Work? 

Do Small Loops Work? 

Plans for a Loop Antenna 

Help in Tuning Loops? 

(which, of course, is quite different from, "Help in Tuning Loops") 
and we all like to see posts like; 

My Loop Works!! 


3. Make the subject line, particularly in threads, reflect the subject 
being discussed. This seems obvious, but many times in threads the original 
subject is lost and an entirely new subject arises. Meanwhile the subject 
line continues to be the initial subjest. I think subsequent posts should 
reflect the change in subjects with new subject lines. For example, a post 
that starts out about multiband antennas may quickly change into a feedline 
discussion, which may change into a discussion on the quality of feedline, 
which may change into a discussion on vendors of feedline, which may change 
into a discussion of the quality of help at your local Radio Shack, which 
may change into a discussion of the quality of public education, and so on. 
We have all seen it happen. Someone who sees the subject line "Re: 
Multiband Antennas" and opens a message on Radio Shack will feel cheated 
and that his time has been wasted. 


4. Include all the information needed for the reader to use your post. As 
an example we often see posts that go like; "10 M is open. There is a lot 
of activity." The person who posts this then ignores to include his QTH, 
the time the band was open, where the band is open to, and what kind of 
activity was heard. If the band is open to Europe from Maine in the morning 
it will probably not be open here in the evening when I read the post. 


5. Keep the signature line short. In keeping with 4., name, QTH, and a call 
are the minimum I think necessary, the grid square is a nice touch. Grid 
squares are a very good way of designating location, and can be interpreted 


in one's head if one sees them used often enough. Maybe we should have a 
QRP grid square hunt. 


6. Make your post concise. I ama big offender in this area, so I know 
whereof I speak.;%) Often one long post would be better as several smaller 
posts. Often a long post could be avoided by pointing the questioner to a 
web site. 


7. Do your homework before you post. We see many questions here that could 
be simply answered by looking at the Handbook, the Antenna Book, or even an 
Atlas. If you read the material in these references and still have a 
question, then ask. You will be better able to express exactly what it is 
you need to know. 


8. Reread your post before you hit the Send button. Fix any errors that you 
see. 


9. When you criticize do it constructively. Saying an antenna doesn't 
perform any better than a dummy load is dramatic and may make you feel 
clever, but pointing out where specific excessive resistive losses are in 
the antenna, pointing out ground losses, and discussing high angle 
radiation vs. low angle radiation would be much more useful to the person 
who asked about the antenna. 


10. Encourage newcomers. Always ask someone who has asked for help to post 
a follow up on how his project turned out.

Optional stuff and nice to have stuff for detailed

1. O-scope 20MHz or better. 

2. Frequency counter (calibrated and stable would be nice). 

3. Spectrum Analyzer (not needed, but those that have a 
lab or access to same can report back their findings). 

4. L/C meter would be nice. 


Construction Technique(s): 


Option of the student/elmers/participants depending upon time, budget, 
etc. and just how much you want to do and learn. Ugly, pretty, beautiful, 
prototype, .... all are allowed and recommended. 


Tools: 


Any and all you can get your hands on for electronic work. 


So get ready to rock and roll. There will be others that will join 
in on hints and kinks for stuff that I miss and that will be a lot 
I'm sure.

I 
have the KC1 in this rig, but use the Sierra sidetone. Is there a way to 
change this. Also, is there a way to insure the vfo isfairly accurate or 
correct it so it is. In other words if I tell the kc1 to let me know when 
it is on 7.10475 and I turn the vfo very slowly it gets pretty close, but 
then and this could be just my own lack of whatever here and not the rig; 
when I tried to get wlaw and went to 7.10475 it was off a bit. By tuning 
until it sounded correct to me it was about a kilohertz or perhaps a little 
less off. Is that normal or is this puppy need a little refinement.

<> Can anyone steer to straight dope on the safety of using a 
trickle-charged 

> car battery in my house? I've seen so many conflicting stories on this. Do 
> the "sealed" ones give off Hydrogen and drool acid or not? 

Only specially designed ones don't make fumes. 

I've always put the batteries in a box outside the shack with oversized 
wires coming in. A time or two I had them in the shack, but I built a 
ventilation system for them. The last one was built in a 4x2x4 box that had 
a muffin fan blowing out of a vent in the wall. This setup was gave me the 
best feelings about the fumes.>> 


Seems like overkill to me.... 


I have used a deep cycle marine battery in my shack for over 12 years now, 
and have never had a problem. No boxes, no leakage, no nothing! 


The secret? DON'T use a questionable charger! What's that mean? First, a 
straight tricke charger, attached all the time is OUT. 


Use an intelligent charger made for lead-acid batteries. They drop from 
trickle to maintenance charge, and can be left on all the time. 


Several on the list have mentioned the success of one of the cheaper units 
used for motorcycle batteries and such -- available in Wal-Mart and Kmart. 
However, I recommend using a high quality one -- assuming you will be using 
the battery in the shack. Both the A & A Smart Charger and the Jade 
equivilent use a custom chip that not only takes float voltage into 
consideration, but also, temperature. You can't go wrong with either of 
these units. Around $50 for either, and cheap insurance in my opinion. Oh 
yes -- use a Deep Discharge type. They are sealed, and designed to be taken 
to a much lower voltage under steady useage than a normal auto battery which 
is happiest when doing high discharges for only short periods of time. 

KMart carries the Voyager deep discharge series.

How many of you couldn't resist buying one of the SAMLEX 0-30V bench 
supplies recently on sale for half-price ($99.97) by Tech America? Well, I 
couldn't resist the temptation either and ordered one. I'm reasonably happy 
with it in spite of two minor flaws: Temperature sensitivity of the output 
voltage and no bleeder across the filter caps (but I'm glad I didn't pay 
fill price for it...). The temperature sensitivity is pretty minor and not 
a big deal. However, the lack of a filter bleeder results in the output 
voltage "over shooting" the setpoint when the supply is under light load 
(less than about 50mA) and the AC power is switched of. That could 
potentially result in damage to devices under test - like low current drain 
QRP rigs. However, there is an obvious fix - just install a bleeder 
resistor. I found that a 100 Ohm 10W resistor across the output cured the 
problem (for all output voltages above about 4V, at least). The 
not-so-obvious part is where to put the resistor so that it does not affect 
the reading of the current meter since no schematic (or even a manual!) is 
supplied with the unit. I managed to talk Samlex America's tech support out 
of a schematic (for future reference, their phone number is 1-800-561-5885) 
so I can tell you where to put the resistor, if you are interested (if not, 
just hit "delete" - I'm surprised you got this far! :-) 


First, you will need a 100 Ohm 10W power resistor (you can get a package of 
two from Radio Shack for about a buck, part number 271-135). After you have 
found an appropriate resistor, remove the top cover of the power supply and 
look at the circuit board standing vertically in the left rear corner. Find 
the two wires (probably red) just above the two power resistors that 
connect to the emitters of the 2N3055 pass transistors (these are mounted 
on the rear panel heatsink). One end of the bleeder resistor connects to 
this point. Now look at the back of the board and find the large solder pad 


to which the bottom leads of the filter capacitors (one on each side of the 
board) are soldered. This is the other point of connection. To make sure 
you have the correct points, check the voltage between them with the supply 
turned on: It will be the same as the output voltage if you have the 
correct points. I mounted the 100 Ohm resistor on the rear panel heatsink 
using a homemade bracket and ran flexible wires from it to the circuit 
board. I suggest that you also mount the resistor on the heatsink so that 
it won't heat the circuit board. (The heat generated is only about 1.5W at 
12V, but increases as the square of the output voltage reaching 9W at 30V.) 
One important note: The power supply output is floating (the negative side 
is NOT connected to case ground), so DO NOT just connect the load resistor 
from the 2N3055 emitters to the case! 


That's it; problem solved!

I've had a fair amount of people who claimed they were interested in me 
kitting the frequency counter. Let me go into a bit of detail on this 
counter. 


I've had a brief discussion with Steve Weber (Mr. "Melt Solder" himself) 
who gave me a few good warnings. 


As a daily practitioner of the Technical Support Marial Arts, I feel I can 
already handle the "hand-holding" he referred to in his private email. 


This comment was not rude, but merely an observation -- some people just 
cannot get some types of circuits working, no matter WHAT they do. Take 
me, for instance -- me and oscillators just don't mix! That's one of the 


reasons I picked up a copy of "Radio Frequency Design" (W7ZOI). [GOOD 
BOOK -- BUY IT NOW. Best $30 you'll ever spend. Not for beginners 
though. ] 


Anyway, another issue he brought up on which I'm not a black belt in: 
money. To be able to kit the product, I need to provide PC boards (which 
are rather expensive, as that planned for this counter are expected to be 
a decent size, not counting start-up costs). Furthermore, I need to print 
out instructions and schematics. Schematics aren't a problem for me -- 
I've done schematics in GEOS in the past, with exceptionally good results. 
It's the instructions that are the problem. Just look at the book that 
ships with the SW-40+ -- it's actually a decent size! And I don't even 
have my own printer for this sort of thing. I'd have to go to Kinkos and 
make quite a few copies of each page. 


Then there's the device itself, which is being designed and built out of 
discrete components. The plan has changed since I first conceived of it, 
as my roommates have offered their insights into the circuit. Going from 
74S192 chips to 74ACT390 or 74HCT390s would be better, as they're two 
decade counters in a single chip. At least one person on this list 
suggested a Harris semiconductors chip, which is a complete 10MHz FQ ona 
chip for 20 bucks -- just need to add an external display, which is 
multiplexed. This may be the best way to go yet. If I go this route, 
then I can afford to include 1 to 2GHzZ support via the use of ECL chips. 
In my original design, I was looking at ~$10 per digit on the display, and 
this doesn't include the signal input processing either. 


Maybe some of the other kit gurus out there can offer advice. 
Alternatively, I'll just build the circuit, and publish my results and 
schematics on the web. If the latter choice is taken, and a kit IS made 
from it, please get in contact with me FIRST.
